RUSSIANS TAKE 


London, January 35.—Four thousand 
| Turks, 8 50, officers, were cap- 
tured by the ussians in the recent 
battle in the neighborhood of Erzerum, I.

Over objections of the défense of six 
Texas breweries, charged with viola- 
tion of the Texas anti-trust law, the 
state today introduced numerous let- 
ters and documents which it asserted 


the. defendants paid the poll taxes of 
y persons throughout the state in 
1914. so that they micht vote at the 
Sugeeeding election.

in 1905 making it a penal offense to 
pay. poll taxes for persons qualified 
to vote. Attorney General B. F. Looney 
declared that the law always had for- 
bidden corporations to use their assets 
for any other purpose than that granted 
in their charters. :

A letter introduced, dated January 1. 
1906, supposed to have been written by 
a brewery agent to the Texas Brewing 
company, of Fort Worth, said that as- 
Sistance should be given to pay poll 
taxes in Rusk county, asserting that 110 
spent in this way would do more good 
than $100 spent at the election.

ago and admitted to me that their losses 
on loans to farmers amounted to ‘a 
fraction of 1 per cent. It is the safest

This ought to help along with the matter 
a little bit.

Enforcement of almost any law depends 
upon public sentiment regarding it. Where 
the majority of the people are borrowers, 
there is unquestionably a demand for the 
enforcement of those laws welch Gages 
usurious interest. 

In his statement with reference to Geor- 
gia banks, Comptroller Williams said that 
one of the national banks in this state with 


from 8 to 10 per cent; $15,000 at from 10 
to 12 per cent; $148,000 at from 12 to 15 
per cent, and $8,000 at from 15 to 24 per 
cent. Another Georgia bank, he said, had 
made loans of similar amounts on the same 
basis. : 

What the people of Georgia are con- 
cerned with is this: The law on the Georgia 
statute books says the maximum rate of 
interest in this state shall be 8 per cent, and 
anything above that is usury. The people 
of Georgia, farmers and all, are willing to 
pay that rate, but above that they ought 
not to be required to go, and it ig diréetly 
contrary to the law to make them pay it 

- Apologists for séme of the country. banks 
tell us they can not live upon this rate. It 
is just as reasonable to say that the liquor 


dealer can not live under the prohibition 


law. It is just as reasonable to say that 
the pickpocket can not live under the Geor- 
gia law against thievery. 

Let us have done with ali this poppycock 
about the country bank or any other bank 
not being able to live under the law. if 
they can not do it, they ought to go out of 
business. 

If the state wants to approve extortion- 
ate interest charges and thinks that the 
country bank levying such charges is of 
greater importance to the people and com- 
munity in which it exists than its own law 
which prohibits usurious interest, let it re- 
peal the law against usury. 6 

Let's either repeal the law altogether and 
open wide the doors, or set a limit and 
stick to it. a 

If we should ask any of the candidates 
for goyernor whether or not they were in 
favor of lynch law or mob rule, there could 
be no possible question as to their answer. 

If we should ask any of the candidates 
for governor whether or not they were in 
favor of the enforcement of the prohibition 
laws enacted by the legislature, there would 
be no possible doubt as to their reply. 

But what about the law against usury? 
It is just as much a law as the others. The 
national government has taken the matter 
in hand and will suppress usury 80 far as 
the national banks are concerned, but here 
is a matter in which it can not achieve re- 
sults without the support of the states.
